Oyster Bay, Aug. 5—The booming of 


59 great guns in the shadow of Saga- 
more hill today gave notice that the 
peace plenipotentiaries of Russia and 
Japan had been brought together by 
President Roosevelt. Twenty-one of 
these gun notes were for the President 
of the United States, and 19 each were- 
given the envoys and their epauletted. 
order-emblazoned suits as they climbed 
over the white sides of the Mayflower, 
where they met in token of their re- 
solve to end the struggle of blood in 
Asia. 


The meeting of the peace envoys un- 


der tl|e throats of Uncle Sam's cannon 
and surrounded by elequent object les- 
sons of our naval strength was above 
all else a triumph of the President.

The Japanese plenipotentiaries were 


the first to arrive this forenoon, reach- 
ing Oyster Bay half an hour or so 
ahead of the Sylph, which brought as- 
sistant Secretary of State Pierce, who 
introduced the envoys to the President 
in the Mayflower's 
cabin. 
Presiden> 


Roosevelt left Sagamore Hill at about 
12::30. 
The Mayflower's launch was 


waiting for him at the end of the J. 
West Roosevelt pier and as he stepped 
aboard the little craft one of the jack- 
ics unrolled the big blue Presidential 
flag and fastened it to the staff. As tho 
President stepped over the side of his 
yacht the blue flag disappeared from 
the stern of the launch and as if by 
ma:jic. whipped out to the breeze at 
the peak of the ship. Simultancously 
wuh tne appearance of ihe flag at the 
Mayflower's peak 
the cannon on the 


yacht began the twenty-one gun salute. 
As soon as these signs were seen and 
hcai-1. the Japanese envoys. 
Baron 


Komura and Minister Takahira, and 
their suit climbed down the ladder of 
the Tacoma and 
entering 
launches, 


were conveyed to the Mayflower. The 
21 guns fired in honor of the Presi- 
dent had therefore scarcely died away 
before the salute of 19 guns 
for the 


Japanese plenipotentiaries was begun. 
President Roosevelt was waiting for 
tho on\oys in Hip pretty cabin of tho 
ship nnd Assistant Secretary 
Peirce, 


who had arrived in advance made the 


formal introdtfction. 
The President 


said he did not much need an introduc- 
tion to Baron Komura or Mr. Takahira 
for he had me them before. He shook 
hands, however, with them both and 
then greeted the other members of the 
party. After the introductions there 
was a pleasant chat in the cabin and 
then the Japanese gentlemen retired ot 
another cabin to make room for the 
Russian party. 


Count Witte, Ambassador Rosen and 


their suite had in the 'meantime arriv- 
ed on board the Chattanooga. 
In their 


turn they left their ship, rode to the 
Mayflower and were given a salute of 
19 guns by the President's yacht; in 
their turn they entered the cabin, were 
introduced to the President, whom 
they already knew, and had a pleasant 
talk about the weather, the beauties of 
th^ surroundings and other subjects 
equally unlikely to cause future inter- 


Then .the two parties were brought 


together and there were 
speeches, 


more handshaking and more innocuous 
conversation. 
All hands then partook 


of a "stand up"' buffet lunch, which it 
should be said, was the President's 
clever way of avoiding any questions 
of precedence which might have arisen 
had tbe President joined his guests at 
table. 


After the luncheon the Japanese gen- 


tlemen said farewell with many pro- 
testations of good will and were ferried 
to the Dolphin. 


The President and Secretary Peirce 


soon after left the Mayflower in pos- 
session of the Rusians and the cere- 
mony was ended. 
The Dolphin, con- 


veying the Japanese, and the Mayffow- 
er, with the Russians on board con- 
voyed by the Galveston, 
will reach 


Portsmouth on Monday morning. 


WILL PEACE RESULT. 


'New York, Aug. 5—The 
Japanese 


and Russian peace plenipotentiaries 
left here this morning on two United 
States cruisers for Oyster Bay with 
somewhat gloomy forebodings that 
nothing would be accomplished by the 
negotiations which are to open Mon- 
day.

Tokyo, Aug. 5. •—• Sakhalin is now 


practically all in tl*fe hands of the Jap- 
anese, the only considerable force of 
Russians remaining on the island hav- 
ing surrendered. The Japanese offi- 
cials who are to set up a. civil govern- 
ment will sail for Sakhalin 
early 


next week. 


The war office gave out the fol- 


lowing: 


"The Sakhalin army reports that an 


independent cavalry force 
attacked 


and routed the enemy south of Palem 
on the afternoon of .Inly 28, capturing 
two field guns, besides ammunition 
wagons, rifles and ammunition. On 
July 29 that force, co-operating with 
reinforcements, gave hot pursuit to 
the enemy to the south of Tauran. 
At 5 a. m. July 30 tfie enemy's parle- 
mentaire came to Tauran with a mes- 
sage of General Liapinov. the military 
governor, addressed to the comman- 
der of the army, stating that lack of 
dressing materials and medicines and 
impossibility of treating the wounded 
compelled General Liapinov, out of 
sentiments of humanity, to ask cessa- 
tion of hostilities. The commander of 
the 
army 
replied that all military 


stores, all movables and immovables 
belonging to government, and all doc- 
uments 
concerning 
administrative 


and 
military matters be delivered, 


and that a reply to the above be sent 
to Hamdasa by 10 a .m. July ?,1. On 
July 31 the Russian delegate. Colonel 
Tribiti, came to Hamdasa, and after 
a conference with our delegate. Gen- 
eral Koidzumi. accepted our coydi- 
tions in toto. Liapinov, with about 70 
officers and 
3,200 men, surrendered 


and were taken prisoners." 


From-an authoritative source it is 


ascertained that the Japanese govern- 
ment has 
determined upon certain 


fundamental principles for the treat- 
ment of the Russian residents of Sak- 
halin island. 
The island has been 


used for some time by the Russian 
government 
as a penal colony, to 


•which have been sent prisoners of all 
classes. It is sai'l here that there are 
now between :in.OOO and 30,000 Rus- 
sians. According to the determination 
reached by the Japanese government 
all prisoners, except those confined on 
the island for political offenses, are 
to be deported to Russian territory in 
such a manner as the circumstances 
may necessitate- 
The political pris- 


oners who desire to emigrate to for- 
eign territory will be allowed to do 
so by special permission.

Washington. Aug. 5. — President 


Roosevelt forwarded to Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman of the public health and 
marine hospital service a 
telegram 


from Governor Blanchard of Louis- 
iana, 
request ing that the 
I'nited 


States government take control of the 
yellow fever 
situation in New Or- 


leans. 
The president 
directed 
the 


surgeon general to take every step in 
his power to meet the situation in 
New Orleans and to notify him what, 
further action is advisable and possi- 
ble for the federal authorities to take. 


Dr. Wyman will confer with Secre- 


tary Shaw, the surgeons in the ma- 
rine hospital service and others as to 
the best course to pursue on Gover- 
nor Blanchard's request, and on their 
conclusions Dr. Wyman's report to 
the president will be based. There 
are several precedents of compara- 
tively recent date which warrant the 
government, in taking charge of the 
whole yellow fever situation, notably 
at Brunswick, Ga., and at the epi- 
demic at the National Soldiers'^hame 
at Hampton. Va.. in both of which 
cases the marine hospital 
service 


practically took charge of affairs until 
the disease had been stamped out. 
The officials of the marine hospital 
service are- anxious to co-operate in 
every way with the local authorities 
in fighting the disease, and a cordial 
acquiescence in tho rentiest mado by 
Governor Blanchard and the citizens 
of New Orleans is anticipated. 
The 


government has at its disposal what 
is known as an epidemic fund, avail- 
able, however, only in part for occa- 
sions like that at New Orleans, and 
expenditures 
from 
that 
fund 
arc 


usually supplemented by those from 
local quarters. 


TO FIGHT 
FEVER. 


Federal 
Assistance Asked by 
New 


Orleans Authorities. 


New Orleans, Aug. 5.—There is no 


intention of admitting the fever situa- 
tion to be beyond control, but in the 
hope of reviving confidence here and 
elsewhere in the south official and 
business interests decided to send a 
request to 
President 
Roosevelt to 


have the I'nited States government 
assume full charge of the struggle 
now in progress to wipe out yellow 
fever from New Orleans and lyOuisi- 
ana. 
This step was the result of 


a meeting at the Cotton Exchange. 
Presfdent A. Brittin presided. There 
were present Mayor Behrman, Chair- 
man Janvier of the eiti/.ens' commit- 
tee. President Souchon of the state 
board of health. President Kohnke of 
the city board of health, representa- 
tives of each of th" exchanges and 
commercial bodies. Surgeon White of 
the marine hospital service, and a 
number of representative ciiixens. All 
present participated. 
All were of the 


opinion that if government control 
was resolved upon there would be an 
immediate restoration of confidence 
throughout Louisiana and the other 
stales in the south, where th^re has 
been criticism of the local authorities 
for not sooner making public the ex- 
istence' of the fever.

Milwaukee. Aug. a.—Charged with 


stealing $14,000 belonging to the Wis- 
consin 
Rendering company of this 


city. Charles F. Pfister, one of the 
•wealthiest and most prominent citi- 
zens of Milwaukee, has 
been in 


dieted bythe grand jury of Milwaukee 
county. At the same time indictments 
were returned against four others, the 
charge of bribery being alleged in 
three of the indictments and one of 
perjury. The list of persons for whom 
capiases were issued and the charges 
is as follows: Charles F. Pfister, cap- 
italist, one indictment, larceny; John 
F. Dittmar, formerly supervisor, one 
indictment, bribery; George F. Reich- 
ert, supervisor, one indictment, em- 
bracing 14 counts, bribery; Barney A. 
Eaton," state senator, one indictment, 
bribery; Frank F. Schultz, formerly 
newspaper reporter, one indictment, 
perjury. 


The indictment returned against Mr. 


Pfister alleges that on March 30, 1901, 
the accused was bailee of a large sum 
of money, stated to be $14.000, said 
amount being placed in his hands and 
deposited with him for the Wisconsin 
Rendering company for the purpose 
of obtaining for the Wisconsin Ren- 
dering company a large and valuable 
contract from the city of Milwaukee 
for the collecting, transporting and 
disposing of garbage, and if not so 
used and expended, to be returned to 
the Wisconsin Rendering company, 
and not having been used for the pur- 
pose 
aforesaid, and while he was 


bailee of said sum, did unlawfully, 
feloniously 
and 
fraudulently 
steal,

Tho indicrmont caused a profound

Mr. Pfister is engaged in

CONGRESS OF FARMERS. 


aECTIOj 


•Work of a National Organization 


Suott to Meet ttt Richmond, Va. 


The farmers' national congress is 


composed of more than U,000 delegates, 
appointed by the governors of the va- 
rious states. The c-oustitution of the 
congress provides that the delegates 
shall be either practical farmers or the 
editors or proprietors of farm papers. 


The congress has no subordinate 


bodies and therefore has no collection 
of dues, and all delegates must pay all 
their own expenses of attending its 
annual sessions. This has been found 
to be a very wise provision, as it keep-* 
out of the congress the broken down 
politicians and others that seek tin 
appointment to conventions in order to 
get a free ritie. 
It insures th.it the 


delegates that attend arc prosperous, 
substantial farmers of means and af- 
fairs, ilore than 90 per cent of the 
delegates are the most prominent aiid 
successful farmers in their neighbor- 
hoods. 
Formerly some of the states 


made appropriations to pay the ex- 
penses of their delegates, but this has 
been discouraged by the congress for 
the reasons suggested above, and for 
several years all delegates have paid 
their own expenses. 


The twenty-fifth annual session of 


the congress will be held at'Richmond, 
Va., Sept. 12-22 next. For this meet- 
ing the railways of the Southern and 
Central Passenger associations have 
made special rates. 


The first four days of the session will 


be devoted, as heretofore, to papers 
and addresses siud their discussion 
and to the introduction, discussion and 
adoption or rejection of resolutions. 
The most prominent subjects to be 
discussed arc "Foreign Markets For 
Farm Products," "Just How the Tariff 
Affects the Fanner and the Price of 
His Products," "The Expenditures of 
the National Government For Agricul- 
ture,'1 "Immigration and Its Agricul- 
tural Distribution," "The Knihvay and 
the Farmer" and "Pure Food Legisla- 
tion." These subjects will be presented 
in set addresses by men of national 
prominence, especially well qualified to 
discuss them, and then will be open to 
discussion by any delegate present. 
It is by resolutions adopted that the 
congress signifies to the congress of 
the L'nitcd States the desires of U* 
delegates and of the farmers that they 
represent as regards legislation. Tho 
farmers' national congress has always 
been strictly noupohtical. 


Notwithstanding the claims made br 


one or two other organizations, the 
farmers' national congress passed re=- 
olutions in favor of free delivery of 
mail to farmers for six years before 
such resolution was adopted by any 
other organization. It was the pioneer 
organization iu adA oca ting pure food 
legislation. It was the first organiza- 
tion, by several years, which asked

Many of them 
do now, from first hands, but ex-cutii- 
ully find their way Into other avenues 
of usefulness. 


There are many mills in New Eng- 


land that make a specialty of prepar- 
ing scrap leather for nexv purposes. 
They grind up old lt.ither, mix it with 
jute, hemp, cloth or other fiber and 
cement and then pass out through 
their rolling machines a material called 
leather board. 
This leather board is 


u«ed for making trunks, suit cases, 
dinner boxes, molded counters and 
bottom stock for shoes. 


Leather railroad ties have been suc- 


cessfully used in western Massachu- 
setts. 
These ties and pavings are 


made of leather of all kinds, ground 
up. mixed and compressed by a process 
the secret of which the inventor now 
holds. 


If men do not care to buy ties and 


pavings of old leather the inventors 
will roll the leather into coverings 
for books, into pencils or penholders, 
pipe cases and a hundred and one other 
novelties. 
The leather may be em- 


bosswl for furniture covering, wall pa- 
per G£ molded into little ornaments, 
like condemned money at the mint. 
Leather carpets and leather door mat? 
are now getting common among house- 
wives, for they wear like iron.-—Phila- 
delphia North 'American.

More than a million acres of the L'in- 


tali reservation in northwestern I'iuli 
arc to be subject to the location of the 
while, man on and alter Any:. US, sajs 
a Denver special to the St. Louis Ite- 
publie. L!y a proclamation of the presi- 
dent, under authority of congress, reg- 
istration for right to locate in a rota- 
tion to be determined by lot recently 
began at Vernal, Prove and Price, 
Utah, and Grand Junction, Colo. 


Every native born and naturalized 


male American over the age of twenty- 
one who has not availed himself of the 
bouM'stead right and is not the owner 
of ]<iO acres of land and every woman 
of tiie same citizenship and above the 
same age who is the head of a family 
or unwarned has the same pririlege. 


The reservation that is to be opened 


comprises U,245.<iUO acres, walled in on 
three- sides by the Uintah and Wasatch 
ranges and debouching on its eastern 
slope to the Green river, whose tribu- 
taries drain it. For its greater part 
it is a waste, apparently worthless, 
but here and there in it are spots that 
can be used to advantage. These spots 
.are of various sizes and varied utility. 
There are lands available for farming, 
under irrigation, and these are to be 
allotted to -\\hite men after the Indian 
has had his pick of the farm upon 
which he shall end his days. 
Other 


tracts lia\e a sufficient natural vegeta- 
tion, sustained by the natural rainfall, 
to make them desirable 
for cattle 


ranges. 
Other spots of limited area 


are rich in gilsouite and other min- 
erals. 


Of the area 1,010,000 acres'have been 


placed iu a permanent forest reserve, 
which guards the timber, but does not 
stop the mine hunters; 2.TO.OOO have 
been reserved for the Indians to graze 
their herds, 3.840 acres taken for the 
Fort Duchesne military reservation 
112,000 have been allotted to the In- 
dians in severally, and this leaves open 
to settlement of the whites l.OC'J.OOC 
acres. 
Of this latter three-fourths is 


practically valueless, 
but the othei 


fourth is to be ranked as choice, high- 
ly desirable valley lauds, susceptible 
of irrigation. 


All this means that some 1,600 heads 


of families are to draw the prizes o! 
the reservation at the opening on Aug 
28. These 1,000 farms, at the propor- 
tion maintained in the opened irrigatec 
sections of |Jtah and Colorado, wil 
in a few ytvirs support a population 
of 25,000 through farming alone, ant 
as the years go by and farms are cut 
down from 1GO to SO, then to 40 and 
to the 20 and 10 acre tracts of the beet 
raiser and fruit grower, this population 
will multiply rapidly. 


The ground requires no clearing. Na 


ture has kept it clear of harassing 
growths. 
On the building of a ditch 


to apply the water to the seeded lane 
the respou.se is prompt and in quanti- 
ty that means ample reward for the 
labor entailed. 
The soil is rich. 
For 


agos it has been accumulating the ele- 
ments that grow plants, and the plants 
to exhaust it would not grow because 
the rainfall is never more than half 
the amount that in the nonirrigatec 
sections must fall to mature the crop.

so far to keep practically on sched- 
ules. 
The railway officials say that 


they are taking all the business of- 
fered, and will be able to take care of 
it. 
The 
operators, 
however, are 


aware • of the 
difficulty with which 


freight is being moved, and predict 
that when the heavy movement of 
crops begins presently the tie-up will 
be realized. Perishable freight was 
received in many cases without pre- 
payment and refrigerator cars started 
in an attempt to make local deliveries 
where possible. 
No guarantees are 


being made to deliver at points where 
stations have been closed. 


Unlucky Run. 


Huntington, W. Va., Aug. 5.—The 


Guyandotte Valley passenger train 
from Logan to this city had an un- 
lucky run, killing three men and in- 
juring anifther.

FRIDAY NIGHT. 


A quantity of steel cross ties of a 


new type have just been laid on the 
Eastern division of the Ft. Wayne near 
Emsworth, at which place tests of var- 
ious styles ot metal and concrete ties 
have been tested in the past two years. 
The Eastern division is one of the fin- 
est pieces ut track in the country, a 
fact that is admitted by Pennsylvania, 
Lake Shore and other railroad officials, 
and \vith the numerous high speed 
trains that pass over it, this is an ideal 
division 
tor experiments 
with 
new 


types of ties or other maintenance ma- 
terial. 


The new fie is shaped like a trough 


and consists of a single piece of press- 
ed steel. 
Trough shaped metal ties 


have been tried before, but this one 
is a departure in that the trough is 
laid with the concave side up, whereas 
other lies of this form have had 
the 


trough inverted. The enrlh of the ties 
are bent up. 
The tie i< laid in the 


ballast as a wood 
. and

trough are flanged, provi ...^ a resting 
p;uce for the rails. The latter are fas- 
tened to the flanges by a simple bolt 
ue'.ice. Theoc ties were put in only a 
t'e\v days ago and will be watched with 
interest.. 


The Eastern division. Superintend- 


ent AVhiter's. has been the scene of 
several tests of feteel tits, all of which 
have been made near Emsworlh sta- 
tion., seven miles out of the city, to 
hav" the experiments confined to one 
loc-ili'y. Two kinds of steel and con- 
crete ties have been tried there and 
two of steel ties. One of the concrete 
ties, 
was the 
Buhrer tie, and 
the 


Pennsylvania linos officials, like those 
of the Lake Shore, have come to the 
conclusion that the concrete tie is not 
a success. Tho^e which were laid for 
testing havo been removed. A simple 
s-tfvl tie. shaped somewhat like a T- 
ra:l, lu.s also been tested at Emsworth. 
Tho other steel tie is known as 'he Af- 
fleck tie. • Three of the different kinds 
are s-iill in the track and the mainten- 
ance officials are giving them close at- 
ronrimi. The vordict of unsatisfactory 
h.i\ up been set ag.iinst thp concrc-re 
th-. it is probable that further tests 
w i l l be of lies made o£ steel oulj.
